Speck In the Chicago neighbor- 
hood where eight nurses were 
murdered last July. 


William Martin, the assist- 


ant state's attorney from Cook 
County, 
Monday 
recited 
the 


state's version of the night when 
an intruder bound and gagged 
eight girls, then led them off at 
Intervals to be slaughtered. 


,Martin's statement was based 


on* tbc^stary.* ofwMiss .Corazon 
Amurao, 23, the exchange nurse 
from the Philippines who hid 
under a bed and was overlooked 
by the killer. 


Gerald Getty, Cook County 


public 
defender 
representing 


Speck, attacked Miss Amurao's 
identification of Speck and la- 
beled three fingerprints which 
the state says are Speck's as 
"smudges." 


"The theory of the defense is 


that Speck is not the perpetrator 
of this crime," Getty, 53, said in 
his opening statement. 


Getty said that Speck rented a 


room July 13 at a seaman's Inn 
two miles from the scene of the 
murders, and slept in the room 
the night of the slaylngs. 


The courtroom, jammed with 


80 newsmen and spectators, was 
silent as Martin related how 
Miss Amurao answered a knock 
on her bedroom door at 11 p.m. 
July 13, and confronted the kill- 
er. 


The prosecutor stood motion- 


less In front of the jury box and 
described 
how 
the 
nurse 


watched the killer drag her sev- 
en roommates to their deaths In 
other rooms of the dormitory 
and listened as he raped his fi- 
nal victim. 


At the conclusion of his pres- 


entation, Martin, 30, told the 
jury of seven men and five 
women, "We will ask you to find 
Richard Franklin Speck guilty 
of those eight murders and to 
fix his punishment at death."

duction goes to other states. 


This includes not only the 


neighboring states such as Tex- 
as and Louisiana, but also such 
far away places as New York, 
Ohio and Michigan. 


"The growers and the public 


need to know that it's going to 
get worse before It gets better," 
Prewitt said. "The fishermen 
are going to have to get prices 
up to get more people into pro- 
duction (of minnows)," he said.

Question: what is the difference 


between 
tax 
evasion 
and 
tat 


avoidance? 


Answer: five years in the peni- 


tentiary. 


This old joke is often used by 


lawyers to illustrate a basic prin- 
ciple of income tax law—that, al- 
though evading taxes is illegal, 
avoiding taxes is not. 


In fact, avoiding taxes is not 


only legal in a technical sense but 
perfectly ethical as welt. Judge 
Learned Hand once put it this way: 


"There is nothing sinister in so 


arranging one's affairs as to keep 
taxes as low as possible. Every- 
body does so, rich or poor; and 


law demands. Taxes are enforced 
exactions, not voluntary contribu- 
tions." 


Thus, the law itself suggests va- 


rious ways of saving taxes: by 
splitting income between husband 
and wife, by investing in tax-ex- 
empt bonds, by using an acceler- 
ated rate of depreciation on prop- 
erty,

methods which, even if not actu- 


ally suggested by the law. are at 
feast withm ft* pfrffiissiM* 
fetway.

dishonest state of mind, an inten- 
tion to deliberately cheat Uncle 
Sam.

It is really important to 


make 12 tricks if you are in a 
slam. It still pays to make 12 
tricks if you nave stopped at 
four or five. 


West opens the queen of

ing the one-sided demand that 
the United States, not North 
Vietnam, make the first conces- 
sions. 


He had offered

plans, one recently. The North 
Vietnamese rejected the first 
and apparently rejected the sec- 
ond. Now Thant is adding to and 
changing his second plan. 


This indicates Thant either 


failed to think his plan through 
or failed to state it fully. 


Many 
months 
ago 
he 


produced a three-part plan: A 
halt to U.S. bombing of North 
Vietnam; a de-escalation of the 
fighting by all sides; then nego- 
tiations by all sides. Hanoi re- 
jected this. 


It called for a permanent halt 


in the bombing, unconditionally. 
But the United States had halted 
the bombing several times, hop- 
ing for some response from Ha- 
noi to indicate it was interested 
in peace. There was no re- 
sponse. 


President Johnson took this 


position: No halt in the bombing

Percy, R-I11., and Rockefeller, 
29, a Democratic West Virginia 
state legislator.

stepped out of the spotlight late 
Saturday 
when they 
stepped 


into the private plane of the 
bridegroom's uncle, Gov. Win- 
throp Rockefeller of Arkansas, 
a Republican. 


They had decided to continue 


with their plans to honeymoon 
in the Far East despite the 
death hours before their wed- 
ding 
of Sharon's step-grand- 


mother Emily Guyer, Mrs. Per- 


cy's mother. 


A spokesman for the Percy 


family said the newlyweds had 
not decided at the time of their 
departure if they would attend 
the funeral today at Altadena, 
Calif. 


When the couple reaches their 


honeymoon destination, Rocke* 
feller will be an able guide. He 
attended International Christian 
University in Tokyo for three 
years and was an instructor in 
the English language there for a 
year. Later he served in the 
State Department bureau of Far 
Eastern affairs. 


Although Sharon has not been 


to the Orient, she attended the 
Brillantmont 
School 
in Lau- 


sanne, Switzerland, her junior 
year In high school and spent 
two months last summer with 
the Experiment In International 
Living in the Central African 
Republic. 


The unexpected death of her 


grandmother was a last-minute 
addition to a burden of grief 
Sharon bore on her wedding 
day. Her twin sister, Valerie, 
probably would have been her 
maid of honor had she not been 
murdered 
less 
than 
eight 


months ago by an Intruder In 
the 
Percys' suburban Kenll- 


worth home. 


Instead, Sharon's 13-year-old 


sister, Gall, served as a maid of 
honor. 


A friend close to the family 


said before the wedding: "The 
family expected to be criticized 
for having this wedding so soon 
after Valerie's death. And they 
have. 
Sharon 
has even had 


threatening phone calls from 
screwballs. But the Percys felt 
that a young girl is entitled to 
the kind of wedding she always 
dreamed of, and they feel quite 
certain it is what Valerie would 
want."
